U. S. To Act Unless American Troops Held Prisoners Are 
Released By Carranza Within The Next Forty-Eight Hours 


MILITARY PREPARATIONS 


HURRIED BT WAR OFFICE 


Washington, D. C., June 27.—There were clear indications today that if American cavalrymen 


captured by Mexican troops at Carrizal were not released within forty-eight hours, action would be 


taken by the United States.. 


The impression prevailed in official circles that President Wilson would not wait beyond 


Thursday at the latest and possibly not beyond tomorrow afternoon for a definite reply from the 
Carranza government to the note demanding the immediate release of the prisoners and a declara- 


tion of intentions.

Special Agent Rodgers at Mexico City reported in an overnight message received today that 


he had delivered the note to the Mexican officials yesterday afternoon. He did not say how it had 


been received or when a reply would be expected.

While the diplomatic aspects of the crisis awaited Carranza's action, 
the war department 


drove forward its efforts to hasten mobilization of the national guard on the border. It is certain 


that no aggressive military operations can be undertaken until a substantial .number of the state 


troops is available to back up General Fuustou's regulars who unquestionably would lead any mo- 


ment.

Reeves says.this information was 
given to the war department at 
iccent meeting of the advisory 
board to the general staff of the 
TJ. S. army; The automobile 'man- 
ufacturers were told that this 
offer would be sufficient to meet 
any cpntingeney. 


'So far as the automobile mak- 


ers are concerned, they stand 
ready to stop shipping anywhere 
to take cafe of our country's 
needs," srjd Mr. Reeves. 


"This means that any part of 


a production running to 1,500^0.00 
motor vehicles a year can' bS di 
verted to the use of the -United 
States. I dn not think that any 
demands the war department may 
make on us will interfere with 
ability of the industry to take 
care of private requirements.

mouth until 8 o'clock last njjrht.

morning said: 


"Eight cars 
of Chesapeake & 


Ohio passenger train No. 3 were de- 
railed two miles east of Hurricane, 
Putnam county, at 3:45 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. 


;1Xo one was injured except in an 


s.itremely minor way, it was officially 
stated at the Chesapeake & Ohio 
general offices here late yesterday. 


"W. H. Corwin, of Ashland, Ky;, 


claimed severe bruises and'injury to 
his bipi Mr. Corwin, it is said, was 
just recovering from injuries, sus- 
tained in a street-ear wreck. 


"No patients were received at the 


local Chesapeake & Ohio hospital, 
altK:;ugh as soon as possible 
after 


the accident, Dr. A.' J. Wilkinson, 
chief surgeon, and'Dr. W. E. Vest 
went to the scene. 


"Though a number of .passengers 


were shaken up when thevf«st train 
left the rails, officials of tho railroad

main track, but two of them veered 
to tho(south and obstructed tho etwt-

DERAILED; NO DNE RADLY HURT 


' P««ienger trtin So. 8, C. 3e 0, 
'due »t South Portsmouth at 2:10 
Monday afternoon, figured in a seri- 
ous- derailment at Hurricane, 24 
miles east of Huntington, yesterday 
afternoon. 


While traveling at a fast rate of 


speed, the train known as the F. ^F. 
"V. limited, bound for Cincinnati 
from Washington, derailed eight 
cars, tot luckily none turned over 
and no" one was seriously injured. 


As a result of the wreck a first 


section of Train No. 3 was made up 
at Huntington. as soon as news of 
the derailment reached that city, and 
it arrived at South Portsmouth on 
time yesterday afternoon. The sec- 
ond section, which met with the 
wrick, did not reach South Ports- 
month until 8 o'clock last night. 


Concerning the wreck the Hunt- 


ington Herald Dispatch Tuesday 
morning said: 
• "Eight cars of Chesapeake & 
Ohio passenger train No. 3 were de- 
railed two miles east of Hurricane, 
Putnam county, at 2 -AS o'clock yes- 
terday afteinoon. 
, "So one was injured except in an 


'extremely minor way, it was officially 
stated at the Chesapeake 
& Ohio 


general offices here late yeste.rday. 


"Vf. H. Corwin, of Ashland, Ky., 


claimed seve.ro bruises and injury to 
his hip. Mr. Corwin, it is said, was 
just recovering from injuries sus- 


, tained in a street-car wreck. 


"No patients were received at the 


local Chesapeake & Ohio hospital, 
although as soon as possible 
after 


the accident. Dr. A. J. Wilkinson, 
chief surgeon, and Dr. W. E. Vest 
wentj.to the scene. 
."Though a number of passengers 


'were shaken np when the fast train 
left the rails, officials of the railroad 
were much relieved to be able to 
Btate that early exaggerated rumors 
were -without foundation. 


"Jlost of the cars were spilled,on 


the northward side of the westbound 
main track, but two of them veered 
to.the south and obstructed the'cast- 
bound main track. None of

. cars turned over, and this fact is be-

. scarcity of injuries. 'Little that re- 
sembled a panic prevailed when the 
train was derailed.

two of the ten cars composing the 
train were in shripc late yesterday to 
bo moved to Cincinnati. 


."The train, in charge of Engineer

Atkinson, was declared by passen- 
gers to bo running at the usual 
speed . It consisted of ten cars, that 
is, two express cars, one postal car, 
one combination baggage and pas- 
senger car, two day coaches, two 
sleepers, and the diner. All cars ex- 
cept the diner and the rear sleeper 
left the rails. 


"The passengers were brought to 


Huntington 
on the equipment of 


Irain No. IS, which was ran to Hur- 
ricane and back, arriving here 
the return trip about 6:30 o'clock in 
the evening.
